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If your code enforcement license expires on December 31, 2005,
please keep in mind that the Fall semester runs from August 31
through December 17, and you must complete your continuing
education requirements during this time period.

There are no videotape seminars available for licensing renewal
purposes. All continuing education requirements must be met
within the regularly scheduled program.

Registration for Uniform Construction Code officials and inspec-
tors who are working in code enforcement begins July 26, 2004.

517). At the end of exit ramp, turn left, travel 3/4 mile to the hotel
on right.

From Route 22 East exit at 33 North to 80 East and exit at Rte 517,
follow directions above.

From NJ Turnpike take 280 West to 80 West, follow directions
above.

Atlantic City West: Clarion
6821 Blackhorse Pike (Route 40) 609/272-0200

From GSP Southbound take Exit 37.Turn left at stop sign
(Washington Ave.). Turn right at first traffic light, Fire Road. At next
traffic light, turn left — Black Horse Pike/Route 40. Hotel is 1/2 mile
on right.

From GSP Northbound take Exit 36.Turn left at first traffic light,
Fire Road. At second traffic light, turn right onto Black Horse
Pike/Route 40.Hotel is 1/2 mile on right.

From GSP South make a left at first traffic light. Proceed 1/2 mile
on Crest Haven Road.

From NJ Turnpike take Exit 8, bear right after the toll toward
Freehold/Twin Rivers (Rt.33 East); make first left at Woodside Ave.
traffic light. Hotel is directly in front of you.

From Route 130 South take Hightstown Circle. Turn left at sign
for Hightstown and Shore Points. Follow for about 1 mile, then
turn left onto Monmouth Street (Rt.638). Hotel is about 1 mile
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ahead on the left.

From Route 206 or Route 295, pick up Rt. 130 North.Take 130 to
Rt. 33 East into Hightstown. Pass through 2 lights: after second
light, make first right onto Monmouth Street. Proceed approxi-
mately 1 mile.Hotel is on the left.

From Route 1 pick up Route 571 East into Hightstown. At light at

end of 571 make left turn; follow straight through next light; make
first right onto Monmouth St. Proceed approximately 1 mile. Hotel
is on the left.

From Route 80 Eastbound take Exit 47B - Route 46 East/Montclair,
The Caldwells. Follow through 3 traffic lights. Hotel is 7/10 mile
past third traffic light on right.

From GSP Northbound take Exit 153B to Route 3 West. Get onto
Route 46 West.Take Gately Overpass exit over bridge.Turn right at
stop sign. Proceed onto Route 46 East. Hotel is on right.

From GSP North or South take Exit 105. Go through the first traf-
fic light and take jughandle to Hope Road (Ft. Monmouth signs). At
third traffic light, turn right onto Tinton Ave.The Officers'
Club/Gibbs Hall is just past the golf course on the right.

From NJ Turnpike Southbound take Exit 11 to GSP South. Follow
directions above.

From NJ Turnpike Northbound take Exit 7A to I-195 East to GSP
North. Follow directions above.

From GSP exit at Route 80 East. After approximately 3 miles take
Exit 64 onto Route 17 South. Hotel is on right.

From NJ Turnpike take Exit 16W to Route 3 West onto Route 17
North. Proceed through 5 traffic lights. Turn left behind diner onto
Route 17 South back to hotel.

From Route 287 North take exit 14B for Route 22 West. After
about 3 miles, take the exit for Route 202 South. Take Exit 1 off of
Route 202 South. Turn left at the first stop sign. Turn left again at
the next stop sign. You will be on Route 29 South. Turn right at
the first light onto Bridge Street. Go through 2 more lights and
then turn left after crossing the railroad tracks (do not go across
bridge).

From Route 287 South take Exit 17 for Route 202 South. Take Exit
1 off of Route 202 South. Follow directions above.

From 1-95 take Exit 1 (Lambertville - Route 29). Take Rte 29 North
approximately 15 minutes. Upon entering the town of Lambertville
the lanes change from 2 to 4. At the next light turn left — there will
be an Exxon Gas Station on your left. Go through 2 more light.
Pass over a set of railroad tracks and then immediately turn left
into parking lot (do not go across bridge).
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From GSP Northbound take Exit 163 onto Route 17 North.Travel
about 10 miles to the Route 202 exit in Mahwah. Take U-turn and
get back onto Route 17 South.Hotel is on right.

From NJ Turnpike take Exit 16W.Take Route 3 West to Route 17
North. Exit at Route 202 South. Make U-turn to Route 17 South.
Hotel is on right.

From North Jersey take the NJ Turnpike South to Exit 4. Take
Route 73 North for approximately 1 1/4 mile. Exit onto Route 38
West. The Banquet Center entrance will be immediately on your
right.

From Trenton take I-295 South to the Route 73 North exit.
Proceed as above.

From NJ Turnpike Take Exit 3 to Route 295 West. Get on 42 South,
then almost immediately onto Route 55 to Exit 27 (Rte.47
Millville/Vineland). At the bottom of the exit ramp, turn right. Go
straight through first traffic light (Wal-Mart Shopping Center). At
the next light (just past Pizza Hut), bear right. At the next light, (just
past KFC), bear left. You are now on High Street. Holy Cross
Cemetery is on your right/ACME shopping center on your left.
Proceed on High street to 4th traffic light (Rte. 49) (Jaycee Plaza is
on left corner). Turn right onto Rte. 49 West. Go over the bridge and
then bear left at the blinker light onto Cedar Street. Proceed
approx 4/10 mile to Millville Rescue Squad building on the right.

From Route 80 West take exit 47 to the first traffic light. Make
jughandle around Wendy's parking lot and cross over Route 46 to
hotel.

From Route 80 East take exit 45 to first traffic light. Make a left at
the light. Make a right at first light approximately half a mile on
right to hotel.

From Route 287 North or South take exit 41A to Route 80 East.
Two miles to exit 45, follow directions above.

From GSP Southbound take exit 159 to Route 80 West. Follow to
exit 47 to first light, follow directions above.

From GSP Northbound take exit 145 to Route 280 West to exit 1
(New Road) make right to first light, make left onto Route 46 to first
traffic light. Make jughandle around Wendy'’s parking lot and cross
over Route 46 to hotel.

From NJ Turnpike take exit 15W (Route 280 West). Follow direc-
tions above.
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From Route 1 Southbound take Alexander Road East/Princeton
Junction exit. Take exit and turn right onto Alexander Road (Hyatt
Regency Princeton is on your right). Go through 3 lights. NJHA is
on right. Park in rear.

From NJ Turnpike take exit 8 (East Windsor/East Windsor). Take
Route 33 West into East Windsor. At second traffic light, make a left
(Main Street). Make first right onto Stockton Street. Stay on
Stockton Street (which turns into Route 571) for approximately 8
miles. Go straight through the traffic light at Clarksville Road. Turn
left at the next traffic light (between the Mobil and Shell gas sta-
tions) onto Alexander Road. Proceed along Alexander Road which
will curve to the left. After a very short distance make a right turn
to continue onto Alexander Road (over the railroad bridge). The
NJHA is located less than one mile on the left. Park in rear.

From GSP Southbound to Exit 129. Exit onto NJ Turnpike. Proceed
south on NJ Turnpike to Exit 8. Follow directions above.

From GSP Northbound take exit 98 onto I-195 West, which
becomes I-295 North. Stay on I-295 North and take Exit 67A onto
Route 1 North (sign says Trenton/New Brunswick). Proceed on
Route 1 for approximately 3 miles. (Division of Motor Vehicles,
Quakerbridge Shopping Mall, Carnegie Center,and Summit Bank
will be on your right). Turn right onto Alexander Road East
(Princeton Junction) exit. Turn right onto Alexander Road. NJHA
approximately one mile on right. Park in rear.

From GSP Southbound take Exit 159 and follow signs for Saddle
Brook. Bear right at first fork and at first traffic light bear right onto
Midland Ave. Go through next traffic light, make first left at the first
street (Kennedy Pl.). Hotel is on right.

From GSP Northbound take Exit 159.Bear right at toll booth
toward Saddle Brook. At second traffic light turn left onto Midland
Ave.and left again at the first street (Kenney Pl.). Hotel is on the
right.

From Route 9 Southbound cross over the Raritan River and take
the South Amboy Business District exit. Make first right onto
Chevalier Drive, then turn left onto Main Street Extension. At the
first traffic light, turn right onto Fire Academy Drive (sign says
Kennedy Drive).

From Route 9 Northbound in Sayreville/Parlin, take the exit for 35
North.This is the 35/9 traffic circle. Proceed 3/4 around the circle.
Turn right just past the Sayreville Motor Lodge onto Chevalier
Drive, then turn left onto Main Street Extension. At the first traffic
light, turn right onto Fire Academy Drive (sign says Kennedy Drive).

From NJ Turnpike take exit 10. Take 440 and follow signs for Route
9 South first exit). Stay in the right lane of the bridge and bear right
at the bottom of the bridge. Take the first right on the traffic circle (
a small sign with the fire academy name and an arrow is posted at
the turn) and proceed past GSP exit to Main Street, Sayreville sign,
turn left. Turn right onto Kennedy Drive (before light) and turn
right into academy complex. 29



From GSP Northbound take exit 125. Make a left off the ramp
onto Chevalier Drive. Turn left onto Main Street Extension. Just
before the first traffic light, turn right onto Fire Academy Drive.

From GSP Southbound take exit 124. Make a right onto Main
Street. Go to the next traffic light and turn right onto the Main
Street Ext. Proceed to the next traffic light and turn left onto Fire
Academy Drive.

From 287 South take Bridgewater Exit 17 for 202/206 South.
Take Route 206 South around the Somerville Circle toward
Princeton. Travel for approximately 2 1/2 miles and turn right
onto Dukes parkway West. Travel approximately 1 mile and turn
left onto Roycefield Road. Go approximately 1/2 mile and turn left
into the Somerset County Public Works facility. Go through the
gates and make an immediate right. Follow this road to the
Training Academy.

From NJ Turnpike take Exit 10 for Route 287 North. Take Exit 14B
onto U.S. Route 22 West. Go approximately 2 miles and take
Route 202/206 South. Take Route 206 South around the
Somerville Circle toward Princeton. Then follow directions above.

From GSP Northbound take Exit 140. Follow signs for Route 22
West. Stay on Route 22 approximately 3 miles. Hotel is on right.

From GSP Southbound take Exit 140A. Follow signs for Route 22
West. Stay on Route 22 approximately 3 miles. Hotel is on right.

From NJ Turnpike Northbound take Exit 11.Follow GSP
Northbound to Exit 140. Follow signs for Route 22 West. Stay on
Route 22 approximately 3 miles.

From GSP North or South take Exit 82A onto Route 37 WEST for 1
1/2 miles. Take the exit for Mule Road. Make the U-turn to go EAST
on Route 37. Quality Inn is on your right.

From NJ Turnpike Southbound take Exit 2 to Route 322 East.
Follow 322 East to Route 55 South to Exit 32A. Follow exit ramp.
Hotel is on left.
